The Kalinin Works^ locally known as ^Kalinin Zmo d n $ is located on the left 
bank of the Dnepr river* north of the main railroad line that runs through 
the city parallel to the river. It is about three kilometers west of the 
main railroad station. To the west of the plant is a hilly* open area of 
detached houses * Approximately 300 meters to the south* on the other side 
of the tracks 3 is a meat plant which stands in a relatively open area. A 
cemetery lies directly east of the Kalinin YtarkSs*

The following installations and establishments in Smolensk, including 
the Kalinin Torks, are listed on the Attachment map according to the 
numbers given below; 

la Main railroad Statio n 

The new cinder block station on the left bank of the Dnepr river, just 
south of the railroad tracks (6 to 8 lines), covers a 20 x 60 n area 
and stands about 25 m high (?) a /t night neon lights spell out "Stantaiya 
Smolensk" <» The railroad yard and freight station stretches cut towards 
the west in the direction of the Kalinin dorks, at which point there 
are still 6 to 8 tracks* There is an increase of trackage between the 
station and the E dorks* The double-tracked main line (up to Vyazma) 
is ballasted , Switches in the area of the shunting station are hand- 
operated. There are numerous switching houses between the tracks with 
women serving as switchers* The total length of the side tracks (sidings) 
is approximately 2*5 km* 

2* £ dorks 

The power plant is located directly south of the main body of tracks, a 
full kilometer west of the main station. It is a large, old, dark brick 
building with no apparent high-tension outlets* 

3* HR Si ding Sta ti on 

This unimportant old station building is located about 1200 m west of the 
main station on the opposite ^ide of the tracks* It is about 300 m NW of 
the E V.orkSo 

Alcohol Plant (Spritfabrik) 

This plant, on the left bank of the Dnepr, is situated about 2000m SfSV of 
the Z Y.orks on the western edge of the residential part of the city* It is 
an old red brick building adjacent to a railroad spur and a large wood and 
peat yard* Estimated to be about 800 m south of the Kalinin ‘-orks* 

Meat Plant 

This plant is located approximately 300 m south of the Kalinin “orks on 
the same railroad siding as the Alcohol Plant* It is a complex of red 
and white plaster buildings consisting of: 

a, Slaughter house, 20 x U0 ni. 
b* Storage house, 20 x 60 nu 

c* Three-storied administration building, 20 x 3>0 m„ 

From this plant, three to four li-axled refrigerator cars (Kflhlwaggons! 
are loaded for Moscow weekly* — 


6 n Two Loa ding Ramps 

These two ramps which straddle the track are located north of the yard 
area (Rangiergel&nde), and are without coverage or sheds. 

7° long loading Ramp (30 m)
